Hunt Race Meeting Dates Con- 
sidered With 20 Days Of Spring 


Racing To Start February 22 

The Hunts Committee of the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Assn., 
met last Thursday, Jan. 26, in the 
offices of the Assn., to fill the vacancy 
of the office of Chairman, left in the 
passing of the late Henry G. Vaugh- 
an. Algernon S. Craven, of Charl 
ottesville, for many years the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Hunts Representative 


was elected to succeed the late Mr- 


Vaughan. 

The dates for the hunt-racing sea 
son were considered and in most cas- 
es definitely settled for the year, as 
printed in a _ forthcoming issue 
Twenty days of racing are to be found 
on the spring calendar, beginning in 
the Carolinas in Feb., and March and 
working north through Virginia and 
Maryland in April and May. The 
Washington Birthday Races, in Cam- 
den, are the curtain raiser, on Febru- 
ary 22, when many of the hunt-meet- 
ing trainers, wintering in the area 
enjoy an early season outing for their 
charges. A month then elapses, until 
the Sandhills fixture on March 18, 
followed in weekly intervals by the 
Aiken Imperial Gold Cup, the 25th, 
the Carolina Cup, April 1, and then 
probably Deep Run Hunt Cup, 
(though this date has not been defi- 
nitely decided upon), on April 8th. 

The Deep Run Hunt Cup, in Rich- 
mond, brings the hunt-meeting sea- 
son into Virginia, when the ‘‘Glen- 
wood Park Course’ becomes the 
beautiful scene of two splendid race 
meetings, on April 15 and April 19, 
featuring the $1,000 Middleburg Cup

Some sixteen sons and daughters 
of our Virginia sires came home on 
top at the various tracks during the 
past week. Out at Santa Anita last 
Tuesday the Blue Moon _  Stable’s 
Warfellow, a 5-year-old sor of chil- 
howee, captured a $2,000 handicap 
for Grade D horses, while on January 
27 a similar purse went to Mrs. A. 
M. Koewler’s’ 6-year-old *Happy 
Argo gelding Happy Bolivar when he 
annexed a 6 furlong event for those 
of the Grade C division. Also scor- 
ing at the California track was the 
Sun Beau colt Sun Lover, from Mills- 
dale Stable, who outdistanced ten 
other 3-year-old maidens on January 
26. 

Imperial Jean, McDee Stable’s 4- 
year-old gelded son of Dark Hero 
romped to an easy victory on a slow 
track at New Orleans last Monday. 
Though it was his second triumph of 
the meet, he was an outsider in the 
field of seven and returned his back- 
ers $20.80 for $2. Winning at the 
Fair Grounds earlier in the week 
were C. H. Grieve’s 7-year-old *Strol- 
ling Player gelding Idle Worker, 
who scored on January 25, and T. J. 
Hill’s Time Maker colt Cackle Time 
who broke his maiden by trouncing 
eleven other 3-year-olds on the fol- 
lowing day. 

Down at Hialeah Park that same 
day the 4-year-old Chestnut Oak colt 
Seed, who now carries the colors of

Grand National Weights Announced 
With Royal Mail To Carry 175 Pounds

The weights for entries in 
Grand National Steeplechase, 
run over Aintree’s famed course on 
March 24, have been released, and 
Royal Danieli, who but lost by a 
nose to~Battleship last year, has 
three heavier weighted to run again- 
st. Royal Mail is asked to carry 175, 
calling for the great winner of 1937 
to give as much as 35 pounds to 
nineteen rivals in the field of sixty- 
seven, numbering five American 
owned with but only one American- 
owned-and-bred. 


Royal Mail became the offical 
favorite to repeat his 1937 triumph 
in this weight allotment, the same 
as last year, when he went to the 
post at 100-7. In 1937 Royal Mail 
carried 167 pounds, when he ran in 
the colors of the late Hugh L. Tho- 
mas to win. Last year he ran for 
Mrs. Camille Evans, former Ameri- 
can actress, but fell at the 24th 
fence, when in 9th., place, and was 
found to be bleeding. 





The surprise of the weight handi- 
caps was in Royal Danieli getting 
off so lightly. He finished ahead of 
Sir Francis Towle’s Airgead  Sios 
and Royal Mail, both carrying more 
weight then he, and he only has ten 
pounds more to tote than last year, 
167 in all, and 5 less than Macaulay, 
a newcomer this year. 

J. B. Snow’s Delachance, fifth last 
and F. Amborse Clark’s La 
were given top weight 
among the American-owned horses, 
149 pounds each. Mrs. Marion du 
Pont Scott’s War Vessel, like Battle- 
ship, by Man O’War, is assigned 
147 pounds for his first try at the 
National, though he has aquitted 
well in other races over part of the 
course. 

Mrs. Louis E. Stoddard Jr’s., 
Milano is weighted at 143, and it is 
said, will be ridden by Mr. Stoddard 
Jr., who was the outstanding owner- 
up-rider on the American  hunt- 
meeting circuit last year.

Milkman Tops Virginia And Maryland Sires With 
Butter, Early Delivery And Early Morn Gar- 
nering The Highest Earnings 


Milkman, 12-year-old son of Cudgel—Milkmaid who stands at Mrs. W. 
Plunket Stewart’s Rolling Plains Farm near The Plains, Virginia, stands 
also at the top of the Chronicle’s list of ten leading Virginia and Maryland 
sires of money winners during the month of January. Three of his get 
Butter, Early Delivery and Early Morn garnered $6,370 in their three ac- 
countings on the Florida tracks. The principle share of this sum, $5,070, 
was added to the earnings of Mrs. Stewart’s 4-year-old colt Early Delivery 
when he captured the Hialeah Inaugural Handicap on January 11. 

Second on the list is the late *Omar Khayyam who died at the Inglecrest 
Farm of Dr. J. P. Jones last year, aged 24. Among this noted sire’s four 
progeny who won races last month, the 12-year-old Malicious, having en- 
deared himself to West Coast fans by his consistent gallantry last year, dis- 
played his willingness to carry on when he scored once more at Santa Anita 
on January 14. Other winners by *Omar Khayyam last month were U. 
Plavan’s 6-year-old gelding Khayyam, B. F. Whitaker’s 4-year-old colt Crepe 
and Mrs. C. C. Winter’s 4-year-old mare Catomar. All won a total of $3,800. 

The late Genie, one-time Court Manor Stud sire, is in third place with 
four of his sons and daughters having annexed five races and $3,525 at the 
various tracks since the first of the year. These were Brass Bottle, Oriental 
Express, Earl Porter and Lady Genie, the latter accounting for two of her 
starts at Hialeah Park.

Warrenton 


(Va.) 


With most Virginia Hunts idle, 
Hounds and horses still shivering in 
the sub-freezing temperatures of the 
past week, Warrenton went out to 
break the spell, on Monday, with E. 
Kenneth Jenkins, acting-Master, in 
the absence of Amory S. Carhart, M. 
F. H. It was slippery, thawing, fol- 
lowing the rain and deluge of Satur- 
day night and Sunday. Ice was to be 
found on the northern slopes and on 
the roads as well, wth some covered 
up by sand washed over by the rain. 

Two foxes were routed to provide 
sport for more than seventy minu- 
tes. The first proved to be a vixen, 
(it is thought), and though a red, 
sustained tight circles, to keep 
Hounds and followers on the go for 
a full fifteen minutes. 

The second fox of the day was 
started on ‘‘Ravenswood” and made 
2 bang up circle across the rolling 
erassland of Col. Pierce’s before set- 
ting off to run rather a ‘‘V”’ shaped 
noint, going straight-away following 
the preliminary circle. Hounds and 
Staff were carried at such a _ pace 
that two Whipper-ins came a cropper, 
crocking up two of the Hunt Staff 
horses. The big dog fox was viewed 
os he made a circuit of the Pine 
Woods on Col. Pierce’s and carried 
almost to Jeffersonton before com- 
ing about. As he came back he com- 
pleted the other leg to the ‘“‘V” and 
went in back of the Kennels. A small 
field was out to enjoy the workman- 
like acquitting of the Warrenton 
pack, so ably hunted by Huntsman 
Bywaters. 

On Wednesday, Hounds were out 
again at one o’clock, meeting at the 
Springs. Hon. Whipper-in  Streett 
was out, after an absence in Florida. 
The going was extremely bad, deep 
in the fields and treacherous on the 
roads, as Mr. Jenkins again took 
Hounds. 

A fox was started promptly on the 
Scott Lake place and sent away at a 
great rate towards North Wales. 
Followers enjoyed this burst, with 
good jumping for those who cared 
to ride straight. From North Wales, 
this fox who could well be likened to 
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the fox in Mr. Streett’s song: “Oh he 
ran through cattle and he ran throu 
gh sheep,” set off to traverse a ten 
mile point, all the way to the vicini- 
ty of Opal, and proceeded then to 
double back and repeat this route 
almost twice again before Hounds 
were called off.

The run of Wednesday was a cru- 
cial test of men and horses and a 
splendid sample of what Warrenton 
sport is when a good fox and a good 
scent put Hounds fairly on _ their 
merits. There were times when _ it 
was impossible to ride straightway 
with Hounds, as much of the run 
from North Wales through to almost 
Opal, is over country that is not 
frequently hunted and in consequ- 
ence not well panelled. 

From near Opal the first time the 
fox made several circles, crossing 
and recrossing the Remington hard 
surfaced road. Some said that the fox 
crossed three times before straight- 
tening qut to return to Scott Lake’s 
and swing back through North 
Wales, over almost the _ identical 
line he first travelled. At the end of 
two hours Mr. Streett viewed, and 
the red was viewed several times dur- 
ing the course of the long point. 

After three hours and fifteen min- 
utes of continuous running and 
Hound work, and it was not until 
late in the afternoon, the last half 
hour, that any slow Hound work was 
experienced, Mr. Jenkins gave ord- 
ers to call it a day. The day was cal- 
led when for the third time the 
hard-surfaced Remington road con- 
fronted the field and Hounds. Many 
horses were blown and two more 
staff horses were busted up. Hunts- 
man Bywaters had fallen once. 

About twenty were out, and they 
were all hard riding foxhunters, for 
it was no day for the _ news-reel, 
photographer or magazine story man. 
Among those with Mr. Jenkins who 
was mounted on Sea Weed, the Old

Eagle Farms 
and Radnor

On Wednesday, January i11th.,

The day of January 11th., was a 
bit warm and the going very heavy. 
Hounds first opened on their fox at 
eleven thirty in Rauch’s Meadow and 
ran to Black Horse Hill, which was 
over a bit of rough country. Hounds 
then made a circle and straightened 
away at a fast pace to Bruner’s, on 
to Bailey’s Woods and to Tilt Hill, 
where the concrete road was crossed 
and the line carried through James 
Arter’s poperty to the Allen Smiths’. 
As Hounds entered the Dave Lumus’ 
property, they suddenly came to a 
halt at a pig pen, where the fox was 
seen to have taken refuge. The Staff 
quickly bagged the fox and sent him 
back to. the Eagle Hunt.

There was no foxhunting for the 
Vicmead last week because of snow 
and bad weather conditions. Hounds 
were exercised in ‘‘mingled sleet and 
long incumbent snow” in the fields 
back of the Kennels.

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FAMOUS FOXHUNTER TELLS STORY 


OF GREAT DAY WITH PIEDMONT 


CHRISTMAS RUN—PIEDMONT HOUNDS, VA.—DEC. 24, 1938

For the Sake of Sport in America

“Oh! the vigour with which the air is rife, 
The spirit of joyous motion, 
The fervour, the fulness of animal life, 
Can be drained from no earthly potion. 


Then the leap, the rise from the springy turf, 
The rush through the bouyant air, 
And the light shock landing—the veriest serf 

Is an emperor then and there.”’ 

An hour before noon the little village of Upperville, Virginia, where I 
first took over the Mastership of the Piedmont Hunt from the Dulany family 
in 1905, was all astir; for that day before Christmas, the hounds had hunted 
in Fauquier and Loudoun since 1840 were going to meet in the town and for 
miles about 

“The stables were alive with din 

From dawn until the time of meet.” 
Purcellville, Marshall and Paris 
hunters with 


By noon on the roads from Middleburg, 
could be seen perfectly groomed braided manes and tails, 
warmly blanketed, being led to the meet. Many others coming by van or 
trailer took their ease and started later. The arrival of the first horses 
brought a few spectators and in an hour the meeting place was swarming 
with many of them descendants from 


happy colored men and women, 


the slaves on the plantations around about. No one loves a horse more than 
a colored man. “Dolph’’ Wheeler who trained aud cared for my steeple- 
chaser for years was a black man but respected by everyone who ever met 
him. 

The hunters came by two’s, three’s and four’s and each set brought a lot 
of boys, black and white, running along beside the horses, bubbling over 
with joy, talking with the grooms but never getting in the way. The unload- 
ing of the vans and trailers is always interesting; and especially, here near 
the Melton Mowbray of America, where there are more well mannered, per- 
fectly schooled thoroughbred hunters than can be found any where else in 
the world. And I say this most advisedly. It is certainly a pleasure to see 
these blood horses walk out or back down from the vans or trailers, stand 
Then 


wait for the arrival of their master or mistress who comes at the last min- 


quietly while the blankets are removed and the saddles adjusted. 
ute, having motored down at fifty miles an hour. 

About twelve-thirty, in a jiff, every boy and girl, like a flock of pigeons, 
chase up the town towards the horse show grounds, for as Masefield wrote: 

“And around the corner came the hunt, 
Those, feathery things, the Hounds, in front, 
Intent, wise, dipping, trotting, straying, 
Smiling at people, shoving, playing, 

Nosing to children’s faces, waving 

Their feathery sterns, and all behaving.”’ 

Josh Craun on one of the hunt stables’ best was in front with Irving Bea- 
vers and Sam Nolles, the whips, behind, and to further quote the English 
Poet Laureate: 

“The hunt trit-trotted to the meeting, 
Tom Dansey touching cap to greeting, 
Slow lifting crop-thong to the rim, 
No hunter there got more from him.” 

At the meet Josh and Irving were kept busy answering Merry Christmases 
from all the sportsmen gathered around. Josh stood with his Hounds and 
to show how well they were trained, like Robin Dawe, the Huntsman in 
Reynard the Fox: 

“He sometimes called a favourite Hound, 
Gently, to see the creature turn, 

Look happy up and wag his stern, 

He smiled and nodded and saluted 

To those who hailed him, as it suited. 
And patted him, his hunter’s neck, 

His clean pink was without a speck. 

He was a red-faced smiling fellow, 

His voice clear tenor, full and mellow, 
His eyes, all afire, were keen and bright 
He turned at nothing that came,in sight.” 

The Master, Archibald Cary Randolph, had for a mount Ranter, a four- 
year-old chestnut of his own breeding. His son, Dulany was on Star Saint, 
sixteen years old, and one of the greatest hunters that ever followed Hounds 
in any country. He was, I believe, broken by the boy’s mother who for 
many seasons before her death rode him straight, and no one was more lovy- 
ed by all than “Terry”? Dulany Randolph. 
One had but to glance around and see that Charlie 
Cushman, Paul Mellon, Raymond Guest, young Harris Bucklin and others, 
Ann Leith 
was on my Spider and I felt proud to throw my leg over Scarlet who had

all first flighters, had picked their best for the Christmas hunt. 


gone so valiantly season after season. 
doffed my velvet cap and would have dismounted had she allowed me. For 
no American had ever been accepted in English Court Circles more grac- 
iously than Amy, daughter of Henry Phipps, not excepting ‘‘Larry”’ Jer- 
ome’s daughter, Consuello Vanderbilt, or Nancy Langhorne. 

Miss Phipps married the late Captain Right Honorable Frederick Edward 
Guest, third son of Baron Wimborne, whose record shows he was Captain of 


the ist Life Guards, won the Queen’s medal and 5 clasps, was an intimate 
of the Royal Household and Treasurer to His Majesty from 1912 to 1915, 
and later Secretary of State for Air, 


What a grand woman! And just for the love of her children and to be 
with them during the holidays, this dear lady who had trod the halls of 
Blenheim and Wiudsor Castle was walking beside the road in a little Vir- 
ginia town. She certainly should be proud of her sporting brood, made up 
of Diana, Winston and Raymond, the former as keen as mustard in the hunt 
and no days too long! The young men are fine horsemen; grand at polo 
and never behind in the chase and all three game to the core as certainly 
they should be, carrying in their veins the blood of the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough, Commander of the Allied Armies and Hero of Blenheim and Malpla- 
quet, two of the world’s greatest battles, ‘‘who knew no fear.” But, remem- 
ber, reader, that while the Duke of Marlborough was fearless, his wife, 
Sarah, was not only fearless but faithful and of Marlborough’s closing hours, 
the Right Honorable Winston S. Churchill writes: 

“Sarah prowled around his couch like a she bear, 
Guarding its slowly dying mate, tearing all who approached.” 

Now the crowd increased and edged in nearer and nearer to the hunters 
but not one lashed out, seeming to appreciate the honors that were being

paid them. I noted the Llangollen van at the meet but hardly expected to 
see its mistress to be there until I spied her stepping out of her car. Ina 
few moments she was thrown up astride of that grand ladies’ hunter, First 
Knight, by Hourless which should have a statue raised to him at Llangollen 
because it carried its owner, who had been passing the entire fall and early 
winter in the fetid air of Hollywood, to the front through one of the most 
memorable runs in the Piedmont Valley. Never once did he pull a pound 
and it was grand to see ‘‘Liz’’, as she is called by all her friends, take her 
place behind the Master and keep it through the chase. 


Then the Master gave the word and the sporting procession started down 
the main street following the huntsman, pack and whips. The Master was 
chatting with Paul Mellon who in a silk hat was mounted on a grand chest- 
nut from his Rokeby stud. Next was Charlie Cushman on Orange Spear, 
one of the best in the country, the rider dressed up to kill in a pink coat 
and shining topper. Just behind was Raymond Guest. My! What a pic- 
ture! Six feet one or two, lean as a whippet in a pink swallow tail hunting 
coat and the yellow points of his waistcoat showing beneath and set off by 
the white of his breeches; all topped by a beaver of the latest cut. I expect 
shortly we will see this young sportsman in the uniform of his private pack 
which he has established at Rock Hill just over the Shenandoah River. Be- 
hind him was his sister, Diana, ‘‘a hard one to follow; a bad one to beat,” 
mounted on Red Eagle, a type that all Ireland could hardly match. Then 
came Mrs. Whitney in mufti as she had only reached home the night before. 
All eyes were centered on Mrs. Eva Spilman who, in a perfect fitting habit, 
silk hat and veil, was “lovely to look at,” riding her beautiful gray, Satingle, 
royally bred, sired by The Satrap, dam by Fair Play. Sometime I hope to 
see Mrs. Spilman and ‘‘Peggy”’ Talbott streaming across the broad pastures, 
both mounted on their greys. That would be a sight worth going miles to 
see! 

Then I noted John Butler, looking a tall man in a high hat with the yel- 
low collar of Piedmont on his coat. Charming Mrs. Butler, who from the 


_ look of her, meant going to Hounds, and their son who was just down for 


the holidays, made up the family group. Mounted on her mother’s chestnut 
was Jane Stevenson, riding astride, certainly game to the core. Then came 
Anne Leith, daughter of the redoubtable Louie, who at her, first start after 
graduating from the horse show ring, won the Old Dominion Point-to-Point, 
a few weeks ago, riding my Sobersides, beating ten of the best; eight of 
them ladies riding astride like herself, looking demure as a dormouse. Now 
I see Mr. and Mrs. “Bill’’ Phillips on hunters fit to the day; Count Ledeburg 
was astride a green hunter who said, ‘‘I don’t expect to get far,’’ and he 
didn’t. Then I spied Waugh Glascock who was Master of the Piedmont for 
eleven years, although the early ones were troublesome, by his courtesy and 
sportsmanship, he gained the respect of everyone, and is now in charge of 
Mrs. Whitney’s hunters; his masterful work showed in the condition of 
First Knight that afternoon. Frederick Henry Prince had now joined the 
cavalcade. His pink coat carried the buttons of the Pau Hunt, France, 
where I had hunted with him in 1912. His father has been Master for 
twenty-nine years and has supported in a grand manner the chase of the fox 
which was started about that delightful winter resort by the Duke of Wel- 
lington in 1814. Many illustrious Americans and Europeans have been 
Master at Pau including H. G. Tiffany, the well known whip, James Gordon 
Bennett, William K. Thorn, followed by Baron Legeune and Baron d’Este 
and Henry Ridgeway, the great coaching man. And I must not forget J. H. 
Wright (Johnny) who was head of the list of steeplechase riders in France 
for two years although he was handicapped by being Boston bred. 

As we started I was disappointed not to be able to pay my respects to Dr. 
and Mrs. Gochnauer, old friends of mine whose love of art and history has 
carried them far beyond the confines of Virginia. Scarlet stepped proudly, 
carrying the old Grafton gray coat which was the first uniform with velvet 
cap and hunt buttons which came to the Piedmont almost forty years before, 
and certainly I was proud to think, at least, I had as much to do as anyone 
in the making of this Leicestershire of America. 

As we rode through the village, on the sidewalks and the galleries many 
people had gathered while others peeked out from the doorways or peered 
from the windows. It was Merry Christmas here and Merry Christmas 
there, for after hunting with the Piedmont for years, many were friends of 
mine. Soon on the left we passed the old house on the gallery of which 
A. Henry Higginson, Master of the Middlesex, and the writer, Master of the 
Grafton Hounds, signed in 1905 the final papers of the Running Rules of 
the Grafton-Middlesex; English-American Fox Hound Match of Interna- 
tional fame for a stake of $2,000 and plate, which my Grafton Hounds won. 
As columns describing the match were sent out by the Associated Press, fox 
hunters all over America learned about the splendid sport to be found on 
the grand pastures about Upperville and Middleburg. 

The weather was perfect for the chase. Not a breath was stirring and 
every bit of grass and mould exuded just enough moisture to hold the scent. 
But, oh, could I breathe? That was the question, for with only one lung 
working since a horse rolled on me in 1903, there were days when the mix- 
ture of air and water in the atmosphere made it impossible for my carbur- 
etor, the right lung, to get much breath. It did its best and at full speed I 
could just last through a fast Thursday’s run of two miles and a quarter in 
the Aiken Drag, and often at the end find my mouth full of blood from a 
hemorrhage which I came to pay no more attention to than an ordinary 
nose bleed. But as there are few hunts without a check, I was able in most 
cases to keep up with the first flight. 

We took the first road towards the north after leaving town, and crossing 
a brook, were soon in one of the great Gibson fields which are a part of that 
perfect hunting country bounded by the Blue Ridge and the Bull Run Moun- 
tains standing majestically in the background. Land made up of great pas- 
tures for cattle, not small fields but far reaches where every blood horse can 
extend himself and gallop ten abreast on sod which has not been up-turned 
for over a century. And better than all, horse, Hound and foxhunter are 
welcomed by the land owners made up of the Glascocks, Fletchers, Slaters, 
Dulanys and others, without whose hearty cooperation, sport would be im- 
possible. The enclosures of these grand old plantations, many of which 


march on each other, are bounded by stone walls; in many cases, surmount- 
ed by riders; and rail fences which are as formidable as they were on my 
first visit to the Valley when I saw them driving up in 1898 from Rector- 
town to Oakley, the home of my host, H. Rozier Dulany. In the early years 
as the sport increased, chicken coops were placed here and there where

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SHOWING FOXHOUNDS 











It takes considerably more than average ambition to-enter Foxhounds in 
such a Hound Show as the New York, Bryn Mawr or Montpelier Shows. The 
development of the perfect type of Hound is about as difficult as chasing the 
proverbial will o’ the wisp. The Masters who are endeavoring to improve 
the appearance of the American Foxhound are doing their bit and consider- 
ably more for the sport of Foxhunting, for in the last analysis, the Master 
For Hounds is only obliged to provide sport for his followers and most of 
these followers don’t know the difference between a Hound with good feet, a 
well sprung body, straight stern and good legs and a Hound with hare feet, 
sway back, badly sprung pasterns and all the rest of the hundred and one 
faults that can mar the appearance of a good Hound. 

The difficulty lies in the fact that a good Foxhound can be a grand hunt- 
ing Hound and stiil not be worth a nickel in the Show ring. He can have 
all the cry, drive, nose, determination in the world, but if the Master wants 
to Show his Hound he must also have conformation, and breeding for con- 
formation and breeding for good hunting characteristics may mean two en- 
tirely different and complicated stories. Imagine the dilemma of a Master 
with 20 couple of good Hounds and the finest hunting Hound of the lot is 
marred by a crooked leg. He breeds his best hunting Hound to his best 
bitches and all his litters have the same bad characteristics as the sire. It 
is almsot invariably true that the slight imperfections are reproduced in the 
litters and the Master is indeed lucky if one out of seven of his puppies have 
conformation good enough for the Show. 

The question then becomes all important, shall a good hunting Hound be 
sacrificed in the stud on account of his faulty conformation or shall the Mas- 
ter disregard the imperfection for his hunting characteristics? 

The first consideration must necessarily be, the hunting characteristics, 
so the problem then returns to finding the good hunting Hound who can also 
sire puppies with fine conformation and this is about as difficult a thing to 
There are so many characteristics that 
go to make a good hunting Hound and then add to these all the require- 
ments for a Show Hound and the problem of breeding becomes a life time 
undertaking that requires the stoutest heart and the deepest pocketbook. 

One can easily say, why have Hound Shows for conformation if the true 
purpose of a Hound is his ability in the field? The answer can best be found 
Why try for perfection gn anything? The best 
hunting nose and cry in the world would be of no avail on a tortoise and as 
conformation, good feet, good legs, good bone, a well put together body make 
for speed and stamina, conformation cannot be disregarded. Hounds must 
of necessity have speed to kill or account for foxes. The Hound Shows then 
provide the necessary initiative to aid Masters in maintaining the general 
appearance of their packs. Although many times the desire for appearance 
will conflict with the need for hunting ability, the Hound Show brings that 
nice sense of proportion, that adjustment between beauty and ability, which 
goes so far towards maintaining the standard of the Foxhound in America. 
To the Masters who are willing to give of their time to Show Hounds as 
well as hunt them should go a great deal of praise. It is a task for which 
all too little thought to its difficulties is given by the average man in the 
Field, who has all the sport, but none of the problems of developing a pack 
of Foxhounds that are level to look upon, fast on their feet, and true with 
their nose. It must, indeed take the patience of Job.

needed; but in the past few years, five or six panels of three feet ten inch 
post and rails have been substituted which can be jumped four or five 
abreast, giving everyone a good chance in the hunt and not made a part of 
the inevitable queue which the single panel chicken coop demands. Of late, 
Paul Mellon has, on Rokeby and the adjoining plantations which he has pur- 
chased, put up, where needed, new post and rail of about four feet. And in 
addition, has now advised the Master of the Piedmont to go ahead and see 
that the whole Piedmont country is properly paneled with post and rail for 
which he and a few others will be responsible. There is a sportsman for you! 
My! What a pleasure it was that day to hunt with a cheerful hard-riding 
Master! And how the field flocked to his side when his shrill whistle an- 
nounced a fox was up. Following the Hounds closely he and his followers 
were as often as possible in the same field with the evenly marked, white, 
black and tan pack, a color which shows up so clearly on the green back- 
ground that all can see them and note their work.

In five minutes the fox was afoot.

bage can fox, but a wild one that knew his way about. 

“Like a rocket shot to a ship ashore 

The lean red bolt of his body tore.” 
The riders figuring to get a good place jabbed down their hats and shook 
up their horses. And thus the run started which kept up with only a short 
check or two for over an hour and fifty minutes. There was no time to look 
around. Everyone was taking the jumps in his stride and soon reached the 
broad fields of Green Gardens, owned by Willie and Bedford Fletcher. Then 
on to the Ayrshire pastures, where Mosby had beat the Federal troops to a 
stand in the War Between the States. 
If a rider lagged he lost his place as the eager horses 
in condition were striding to the front. We could see the pink of the hunt 
staff and hear the cry of the Hounds driving, driving, driving. And now my 
breath shortened and when the last mile was covered, as we neared Blakely 
Grove, I just had to pull up or collapse and was there ever a sadder sight 
than to see Hounds streaming in front and watch the first flighters disap- 
pear, followed by the field while on Scarlet I slowly paced the road. 

Now they were out of sight and then out of hearing. 
rushed down the field and as one or two others had joined me we called to

them until they slowed their gait down and were caught. 
towards Old Welbourne, soon the countryside was as placid as a day in June 
and my heart was at its breaking point and to my mind came the old adage 
“Every dog must have his day.’’ 

And what days I could remember! Nothing can efface them. Soon a motor 
dashed by and Julia Gatewood’s bright face peered out and said, ‘‘What, 
you, Mr. Smith, riding the road?’’ That was the last straw. Then I spied 
three or four riders on the road; the last, the pastor of the Episcopal Church 
in Upperville, dressed in breeches and gaiters riding one of Mrs. Whitney’s 
cobs, with a backside as big as a “rosin back”’ horse in a circus. 

On inquiry I found that his mistress had bought him in Ireland where he 
had carried off innumerable ribbons including the Red Rosette at Dublin. 
When I saw the Count George Potocki on him a few days later, I joked 
“Liz’”’ about the mount she had given the well known Polish Horseman and 
she laughingly replied, ‘‘Well, we cut the lawn with him; he does a bit of 
plowing but if there is a wall in Virginia that can stop him, I would like to 
have it pointed out.’”’ And in a few moments, I saw Jerzy up front with the 
“rosin back’? bounding over a big wall with a foot to spare. 

Soon we met Fred Carter mounted on a grand chestnut three-year-old of 
Hubert Phipps’ and one or two stable boys mounted on young horses to ac- 
custom them to Hounds. 

All of the time every ear of the road riders was trying to catch a ery of 
the Hounds. Carter goes up into the Fletcher place but hears nothing. The 
minutes are slipping by. Now my wind seems to be better and perhaps I 
could go on. Thinking that the Hounds would be ringing around, I trotted 
a half mile down the road and then turned and started back. Ogilvie has a 
grand poem telling of the ecstacy of being ‘‘Alone with Hounds” and now I 
was enjoying that awful sadness of being Alone without Hounds. I was as 
mad as a hornet for 

“IT was ever a fighter, so—one ride more, 

The best and the last. 

I would hate that death bandaged my eyes and forbore, 

And bade me creep past.’ 
Just then Scarlet came to a stand like a bird dog, pricked his ears, and with 
his big beautiful eyes, scanned the distance. He had heard Hounds. Gal- 
loping on, I met Irving Beavers’ son who has charge of closing the gates 
going at full speed towards Blakely Grove. He said, ‘‘They have turned this 
way, Mr. Smith,’ and the cry growing louder and louder showed the Hounds 
were coming directly towards me. There was nothing to do but stand still. 
Soon I saw the spotted beauties with heads up, driving like demons a few 
fields beyond and in a minute or two caught sight of the hunt staff and the 
field sobbing behind them. I say ‘‘sobbing’’ because an hour and a quarter 
makes the best hunter sob. .Scarlet was as eager as I was and soon we are 
with them. Oh, what joy! What bliss! Soon I am up with the first flight 
but I had the unfair advantage of a horse that had a rest while theirs had 
been going hard for over an hour. The same cracks were in front. The fox 
had led the pack, running to a head like a shoal of minnows in a brook, way 
up to Houghton Metcalf’s place where High Velocity was bred and this 
grand horse does not keep all of his speed for one day for last fall he was 
first at the wire one afternoon and came back the next day and duplicated 
the score. Then Reynard lead on through Old Welbourne returning by the 
John Hughes’ stud farm where Dr. Freeland, winner of the Preakness holds 
sway, then back again to Blakely Grove. 

What a run! Every rider had a look of ‘‘do or die’ on his face. Mrs. 
John Butler cried, ‘Oh, Harry Smith, I knew you would not get left,” and 
while she had lost her husband, the son tagged on like grim death. ‘Bill’ 
Phillips and his wife were both going strong. Well, we had thirty minutes 





more, perhaps, and all seemed to wonder how the phantom fox could stand 
up as he had. After the hunt I asked if anyone had viewed him and one 
said he had seen him, a great red fellow which ran as Masefield wrote: 

“All of the green blades bent to the fox’s feet, 

And the cry rose keen not far behind 

Of the blood, blood, blood in the foxhounds’ mind.” 

It was grand towards the end of such a hard run to see the sporting cour- 
tesy shown by one follower to another. There was no crowding, each appre- 
ciating how good the other must be to be there at all, while those who had 
ridden the whole run were wondering how long their horses would last. 
Suddenly, the cry ceased. and galloping ahead with the Master, we found 
Craun with the whips around the earth with the pack. And standing about 
the den, I said to myself, ‘I will wager that fox went to ground without a 
sound as every true foxhunter knows the hunted fox does.’”’ And I remem- 
bered the only error I could find in that grand little book, The Voice of 
Bugle Ann, was where it started when Reynard went to ground: 

“The fox uttered his shout of defiance,—that strange yelp which was half 
a cat-cry, half a dog-bark, and wholly insulting.’”’ I have been near and 
watched twenty or thirty foxes run to earth and they are so glad to get home 
that they never utter a sound. 

All of those who rode such a run ana their horses should be emblazoned 
on a roll of honor. There were the hunting staff, the Master, Dulany Ran- 
dolph on Star Saint, Mrs. ‘Jock’? Whitney, Mrs. John Butler and her son, 
Mr. and Mrs. ‘‘Bill’”’ Phillips, Jane Stevenson, Anne Leith, Charles van Brunt 
Cushman, Paul Mellon, Frederick Henry Prince, Harris Bucklin and the 
writer, who, at least, had a large part of it. 

Now I will wager you that that night the stud grooms and stable boys 
talked the hunt over, some figuring it out as two five-mile points; others, 
especially those from across the water, trying to lay it off in miles knowing

AN ORDINANCE 


Be it enacted by the Council of the 
Town of Middleburg in session this 
18th day of January, 1939, as fol- 
lows: 

1. As used in this ordinance, the 
term ‘“fautomobile graveyard” shall 
mean any lot or place which is ex- 
posed to the weather upon which 
more than five motor vehicles of any 
kind incapable of being operated, are 
placed. 

2. No automobile graveyard shall 
be established and (or) operated un- 
less a certificate of approval shall 
first have heen procured from the 
Council of the Town of Middleburg. 
Any person, firm or corporation pro- 
posing to establish and (or) operate 
an automobile graveyard shall make 
application to the Council for a hear- 
ing thereon who shall within ten 
days mail to the applicant notice of 
the time and place of hearing. Ap- 
plicant shall, at his own expense, 
prior to making application, publish 
notice of proposal to file application, 
together with his name, address and 
proposed location of the automobile 
graveyard, once a week for two suc- 
cessive weeks in some newspaper of 
general circulation published in Lou- 
doun County and having general cir- 
culation in the Town of Middleburg. 

Each applicant for such certificate 
of approval shall pay to the Town 
Treasurer a fee of Twenty-five Dol- 
lars at the time of filing his applica- 
tion. 

3. Upon the granting of said certi- 
ficate, the successful applicant shall 
pay a license to the Town of One 
Hundred Dollars per annum, which 
license shall be non-transferable. 

4. At said hearing, Council shall 
determine whether or not a certifi- 
cate shall be issued. In considering 
such application the Council shall 
take into account the nature and de- 
velopment of the surrounding prop- 
erty, the proximity of churches, 
schools, hospitals, public buildings or 
other places of public gathering, the 
health, safety and general welfare of 
the public. The applicant shall be 
notified within ten days from time of 
completion of the hearing as to grant- 
ing or refusal of certificate. 

Any person, firm or corporation ag- 
grieved by the action taken pursuant 
to this ordinance may, within thirty 
days from the date of the notice of 
the refusal or issuance of the certifi- 
cate appeal by petition to the Circuit 
Court of Loudoun County. Upon any 
such appeal, said court shall enter 
such order in relation to the action 
appealed from as it may deem equi- 
table. 

5. Any person, firm or corporation 
that shall violate the prwvisions of 
this ordinance shall he subject to a 
fine of not less than Twenty-five Dol- 
lars nor more than Five Hundred 
Dollars, or to imprisonment for a 
period of not more than one year, or 
both in the discretion of the court or 
jury. 

6. This ordinance shall be in force 
after it has been published in full 
once a week for two successive weeks 
in some newspaper published in Lou- 
doun County, having a general circu- 
lation in the Town of Middleburg, 
and the Clerk is directed to so pub- 
lish this ordinance. 

7. All ordinances or parts thereof 
in conflict with the provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby expressly re- 
pealed.
